Malden  High’s  Golden  Tornadoes  were  led  to  a  victorious  season  under  head  coach 
Paul  Finn,  line  coach  Louis  Racca,  end  coach  Tom  Kelly,  defensive  coach  Richard 
Cullen,  offensive  coach  Bill  Hanifan  and  sophomore  coach  Edwin  Zirhmerman. 

Except  for  Mr.  Racca,  all  are  fairly  new  at  their  job.  As  Coach  Finn  said,  “They  are 
finding  their  way  togehter.” 

There  were  various  tactics  used  by  this  season’s  team.  For  the  offensive,  the 
players  used  a  “multiple  T.”  The  tactic,  multiple  T,  makes  each  position  appear 
relatively  new,  thereby  confusing  the  opposition.  Defensively,  the  Golden  Tornadoes 
played  an  “Oklahoma,’’  invented  by  an  Oklahoma  coach,  which  uses  five  linemen, 
two  line  backers  and  four  secondaries.  The  team  has  kept  its  plays  fairly  simple. 
Coach  Finn  would  rather  have  the  team  do  a  few  things  superbly  than  many 
incorrectly.  The  players’  ability  to  handle  the  plays  formed  a  winning  combination  for 
Malden  High.

As  a  senior  on  the  Malden  High  football  team,  one  experiences  feelings  of 
leadership,  confidence,  inner  drive  and  often  times  the  frustrations  of  defeat. 
The  seniors,  realizing  that  this  was  their  last  year  as  members  of  the  Golden 
Tornado  squad,  worked  diligently  to  make  the  team  eligible  for  the  Greater 
Boston  League  Championship. 

Along  with  such  established  players  as  Jack  Freker,  Jeff  Sullivan,  and  Mark 
Burns,  the  seniors  displayed  the  element  which  makes  a  good  football  team 
great.

The  first  half  of  the  74-75  season,  Malden,  the  eventual  GBL  co-champions, 
had  a  record  of  3-2.  Malden  won  their  opener  against  Chelsea,  but  lost  a  hotly 
contested  14-0  decision  to  North  Quincy.  Malden  returned  to  winner’s  forum 
to  dominate  the  Haverhill  team  on  their  own  field,  raising  their  record  to  2-1. 
The  best  game  of  the  year  pitted  the  eventual  league  co-champions,  Malden 
and  Peabody,  against  each  other.  There  was  a  last  minute  rally  but  the 
inspired  offensive  unit,  led  by  Steve  Carlan  and  John  Stanasek,  fell  short  in 
the  dying  seconds  leaving  Malden  in  a  .500  season.  Having  experienced  the 
taste  of  victory  and  defeat,  Malden  found  out  it  wanted  victory  and 
steamrolled  on  to  6  straight  wins.

The  second  half  of  Malden’s  season  started  by  ending  Revere’s  unbeaten 
home  streak.  The  Varsity  posted  24  unchallenged  points  until  late  in  the  fourth 
quarter  when  Revere  finally  scored  against  the  inexperienced  Sophomores.  In 
an  offensive  exhibition  of  skill  and  strength,  Malden  defeated  Quincy  in  a  54-22 
rout. 

In  a  costly,  injury-ridden  game  against  Arlington,  Malden  lost  quarterback 
John  Stanasek  and  left-tackier  Mike  Sousa,  but  managed  to  defeatthe  Spy 
Ponders,  24-6.  Now  against  a  traditional  rival,  Somerville,  Malden  downed  the 
Highlanders  convincingly,  20-12,  after  spotting  them  12  points  because  of 
Malden’s  own  mistakes.  Against  an  always  touch,  well-conditioned  opponent, 
Everett,  Malden  rose  to  post  a  26-6  victory  on  a  chilly  Saturday  morning.  Now 
Medford  was  to  come  on  Thanksgiving  Day.

The  greatest  challenge  is  to 
race  against  this  growling  engine  to  the  bus  stop. 
Books  tilting  and  pocketbook  dangling,  I  rush 
down  the  street.  Triumphantly,  I  collide  with  the 
red  and  white  sign  at  the  bus  stop  as  the  yellow 
monster  screeches  beside  me.  Frantically,  I 
search  my  pockets  for  a  dime,  while  the  busdriver 
taps  his  foot  impatiently.  With  the  white  insides 
of  my  coat  and  pants  pockets  hanging  loosely 
about,  I  deposit  ten  cents  in  the  buzzing  dime- 
eater.  Although  the  grey,  plastic  substitutes  for 
chairs  are  extremely  uncomfortable,  I  am  dismayed 
that  none  remain  empty.  Instead,  I  grasp  onto 
a  shiny  metallic  pole  that  I  share  with  three 
other  students  and  commuters.  Four  stops  later, 
twelve  people  are  wrapped  around  the  same  pole, 
swaying  rhythmically  as  the  bus  turns  each  corner. 
At  last,  I  arrive  at  school,  grateful  that  I 
have  survived  another  journey  of  traumas.

In  an  attempt  to  serve  student 
interests,  many  new  courses  were 
instituted  this  year.

The  present  Malden  City  Hall  was 
constructed  in  1857,  and  attempts  for 
modernization  were  made  in  the  1880’s.  The 
difficulty  of  managing  a  community  such  as 
Malden  demands  larger  facilties  that  the 
present  building.  Various  departments  are 
scattered  in  leased  locations  throughout  the 
city.  This  lack  of  space  and  dissemination  of 
departments  impedes  the  city  government’s 
effectiveness.  During  the  1960’s,  after  several 
successful  neighborhood  and  industrial  urban 
renewal  projects,  Malden  turned  its  attention 
to  the  renewal  of  the  central  business  district. 
The  continuation  of  the  MBTA  orange  line 
trains  into  Malden  and  an  extensive  industrial 
park  are  also  included  in  the  program.  The 
badly  needed  new  city  hall  will  house  all  of  the 
city  offices,  police  station,  and  various  other 
public  service  agencies.  Located  on  Pleasant 
Street  across  from  the  future  Malden  MBTA 
station,  the  Malden  Government  Center  will  be 
linked  to  the  station  by  a  pedestrian  bridge. 
Studies  have  indicated  that  as  a  result  of  the 
extension  of  an  MBTA  station  and  a  new 
government  building,  there  will  be  an  increase 
in  private  investment  in  the  central  business 
district.  Construction  of  the  civic  center  began 
in  May  1973,  and  is  expected  to  be  completed 
by  the  summer  of  1975.
